On October 6, 1954, the above informant was contacted by the 
TOxter during which time' the writer mentioned that the Bureau 
would appreciate the informant’s attending as many functions 
within the Communist movement as she could since the information 
she was furnishing to us was of great value in the Bureau’s work. 

Informant stated that she would continue to do her very best for 
the Bureau but that her health has not been as good recently as 
in the past and that her activities on behalf of the Bureau 
impose a considerable physical hardship on her. The informant 
stated that she does not feel' that the money she recei'ves from 
the Bureau adequately compensates her for the hardships she 
undergoes to obtain the information and that if it vrere not for 
the fee3ing of being of patriotic service to her country, that 
she would discontinue her activities. 

It is noted that this informant detests the people 'vvith whom she 
associates in the Communist movement and often becomes disturbed 
over theiT complete lack of scruples. 

-The-informant -Stated as. she has_ in the past that it will be the 
happiest and proudest day of her life when she has an -opportunity 
to testify for the Government concerning her knowledge of 
subversive acti-vities. The informant was ad-vised that the Bureau 
greatly appreciates her activities and trusts that she will 
continue to be of as much service as she can until such time as 
the Bureau feels that the interest of the country ■will be best 
served by using her as a -witness. 

Informant again stated that she would certainiy continue to do 
her best and that she hopes that the sacrifices she is making 
continue to be of value to the Biu:'eau and to the country.
